He did not have to 
make any statement, any statement he did make would be strictly 
voluntary, and no threats or promises would be made to induce:

be used against him in a court of law. He had the right to 
consult with an attorney of his choice or anyone else prior to 
making any statement. 


DE SAUTEL Ti he is now living at the Club 13, 13 
Silver Street, Hurley, Wisconsin. He stated he has been a resident 
of Hurley since 1950 or 1951 and is normally employed as a worker 
on pipelines. He stated he has been living at the Club 13 for 
approximately two weeks and was hired by no one. He stated that 
JOHN "BUTCH' CARLI, who was formerly employed at the Club 13, 
asked him, DE SAUTEL, if he would like à place to live for sometime 
as CARLI no longer wanted to live at the Club 13. DE SAUTEL 
stated he then moved into the Club 13, but stated he does not 
know who owns the place, he receives no salary of any kind, and 
is only using it as a place to sleep and eat. DE SAUTEL stated 
‘he could furnish no further information in regards to the . 
establishment, stating.he bad nothing to do with any prostitution 
activities at the location, had no money invested in the location, 
and was in no way an owner.

"E GUENETTE stated she has worked the eveningsof Fébruary 
"1l and 2, 1966 as a prostitute at the Club 13, and has made. 
approximately $200 for.herself. She stated she charges $10 and 
‘up for each prostitution trick turned and she puts the dono in 

a bag behind the bar at the back bar of the location. She stated 
at the end of the night she and "FRENCHY" split up the money 
evenly and that her room and board are provided by the Club 13. 
GUENETTE stated she did not cross any state lines in coming to. 
-Hurley and was not bothered by the thought of arrest by any 
local authority.

Mrs. MURRAY MITCHELL, secretary Corash Theatrical Agency, 
16th and Court Place, Denver, Colorado, advised on 2/1/66, that 
Miss VAMPIRE has not worked out of the Corash Agency for some time 
and that the last time she knew of her she was in St. Louis. She 
stated she understood MIKF RIAFF, a theatrical agent in St. Louis, 
was handling Miss VAMPIRE's bookings. 


Mrs. MITCHELL advised Miss VAMPIRE's real name is MICHELE 
DEVEREAUX. She stated Miss VAMPIRE is a non-professional dancer 
inasmuch as she came to the Corash Agency approximately Ì year ago 
after dancing as an amateur in various Denver clubs. She further 
advised she had no information as to who was Miss M. AMBROSIA, but 
did recall that Miss VAMPIRE was associating with another girl when 
she worked out of the Corash Agency and that this girl, who was also 
an amateur dancer, could have been AMBROSIA. 


Mrs. MITCHELL pointed out that the Corash Agency is a 
theatrical agency and does not represent dancing girls as personal 
agents and therefore does not know of their whereabouts unless they 
are under contüact to the agency. Subsequent investigation at 
various clubs in the Denver area failed to locate any information 
as to the whereabouts of Miss VAMPIRE ,ad the identity of Miss 
AMBROSIA., 


C advised SA EUGENE J. COBLE on 3/7/66, that Miss b7p 
VAMPIRE, whom he knows as Miss DEVEREAUX had just returned to the 
Denver area and is now workine as a dancer at the Rossonian Hotel 
located in the Five Points area of Denver.

Two persons were in the estabiishment - a 
man who identified himself as JOHN J. 'BLACK" RAVANELLI 
and a woman, ALICE CRYSTAL,  BAVANELLI advised that he 
is presently managing the location in the absence of 
the owner, ELLEN VITTICH.  CHYSTAL, an admitted 
prostitute who was previously interviewed, advised that 
she is still awaiting trial on her prostitution arrest 
by Agents of the Wisconsin State Tax and Beverage Unit. 


Both RAVANELLI and CRYSTAL advised that VITTICH 
was out of town "visiting relatives" but declined to 
furnish her location, 


On November 4, 1966, attempts were again made 
to contact VITTICH at the French Casino, but no one 
could be located at the location.
